HOUSING  "•  ENTERPRISE. 

Five  new  Houses  Have  been  erected  during  the  year  by  private 
enterprise^  and  Licences  issued  for  the  erection  of  a furtlier  six 
houses . 

WAT HR  SUPPLY. 

Extensions  to  water  mains  Have  been  carried  out  during  the 
year,  to  provide  for  the  new  Housing  development  on  the  Rarh,  A 
total  length  of  1200  lineal  yards  4”  cast  iron  main  has  been  laid. 


To  increase  the  volume  of  water  delivered  to  the  higher  parts 
of  the  District,  a scheme  to  lay  a new  7”  water  main  from  the 
Reservoirs  in  Derby  Road,,,  via  Parh  Road  to  King  Street,  has 
received  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  a Tender 
accepted  to  carry  out  the  worh:,  It  is  proposed  to  commence  laying 
the  main  early  in  the  coming  year. 


The  whole  of  the  supply  of  water  is  softened  from  28  parts  to 
10  parts  per  IGO.OOO  b.y  the  Ease  Exchange  process. 

The  supply  is  from  the  same  source  as  in  previous  years. 

The  yield  has  remained  constant  during  the  year. 

The  average  daily  cons'irnption  of  water  during  the  year  was 
150,000  gallons,  or  about  27  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

The  rsult  of  chemical  analysis  proves  tne  water  to  be  of 
satisfactory  quality  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  rainfall  during  the  year  was  35 <.54  inches  as  compared  with. 
27.69  inches  for  1945?  and.  was  the  highest  rec^erded  since  1930. 


SEWAGE  AiTD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL . 

An  additional  area  of  4*90  acres  of  land  adrjoining  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  was  purchased  by  the  Council  in  March,  1946,  vvith  a 
viev;  to  providing  further  area  for  sludge  drying  beds,  and  for 
utilization  of  the  treated  slud-ge. 

No  improvements  have  been  carried  out  on  Sewage  Disposal, 
during  the  year. 

LEGISLATION. 

No  local  Acts,  special  orders,  adoption  Acts  or  byelav/s 
relating  to  Public  Health  came  into  force  during  the  year.

LOGsL  AUTHORITY, 


An  area  of  20  acres  of  land  fronting  Park  Road  and  Belper 
Road,  known  as  The  Park  has  been  purchased  by  the  Council  for  the 
erection  of  houses.  The  construction  of  roads  and  sewers  has  been 
completed  during  the  year,  and  a commencemenr,  made  with  the  erection 
of  fifty  dwellings,  some  of  which  it  is  hoped  to  have  ready  for 
occupation  early  in  1947. 


A scheme  for  the  erection  of  a further  93  Pariou.e  type  hon.ses 
has  been  prepared,  and  it  is  hoped  to  enter  into  a Contract  for  the 
erection  of  these,  during  the  early  part  of  1947. 


There  are  no\Y  350  applications  for  houses,

APD  STREAMS , 

Flooding  of  the  KonniorG  Eroolr  has  occurred  during  the  year, 

A report  on  the  suggested  causes,  suggested  remedies  and  estim.ated 
costs  of  carrying  out  a scheme  for  alloviatiug  flooding,  has  been 
prepared  and  is  receivj.ng  considoration  by  the  Council. 

PUBLIC  G-UFA.NSIFG- . 

The  Council  continue  to  collect  house  refuse  weekly  from  all 
properties  in  their  District,,  and  this  is  disposed  of  in  a Meldrum 
Refuse  Destructor, 

house  Refuse  is  sorted  fon  materials  such  as  tins,  rags,  bones 
bottles  and  r-'.i.bbem  which  is  still  required  for  salvage.  Tins  are 
baled  in  a h.ydraulic  pres.s. 

Waste  paper  is  also  collected  weekly,  and  baled  for  saD.vage, 

AMBUIArTCE  FACILITIBC, 

The  Council  maintain  a Bedford  Motor  .Lmbulance  (the  property 
of  the  British  Red  Gross  Coceity)  for  use  of  al.L  types  of  cases 
other  tha.n.  Infectious  Disease  cases. 

The  L.mbei.larice  is  for  use  of  .hslibourne  and  District,  within  a 
radius  of  10  miles,  at  a c’large  of  1/-  per  mile,
